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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entifled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another Sled in the tinted States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another tied in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international applcation filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international appBcation designated the United States and was pubfished under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the Engish language. 

Claims 1-4,7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Vail, 

III. 

As to claims 1 ,2,7-9, Vail, III teaches a subsurface logging apparatus (col. 1 , 
lines 20-30) the employs (Figure 1) a plurality of vertically aligned gravity sensors 
148/150,152/154 that are spaced apart As the apparatus claim is limited to structure, 
the intended uses of claims 3 and 4 do not provide for additional limitations. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all. 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention b not identically disclosed or descrfced as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such thai the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having onfaafy ski in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentebifty shal not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vail, III. 



As to claim 5, it is known to correct sensors for drift, suggestive of application of 
drift correction in Vail, ML 

Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the Rmitations of the base 
claim arid any intervening claims. 
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Regarding references crossed out in pencil in the PT01449, these references 
were not found in the scanned copies in the PTO. Applicant may consider (re) 
supplying those crossed out copies, and supply a new PT01449 that lists those same 
references.
